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From  Dirt  Cheap  to  Impossible:  Barber  Type  Sets.

Few  designs  have  been  as  disliked  and  liked  as  the 
Barber  image  used  on  our  nations  dimes,  quarters  and 


halt  dollars  from  1892  to  1916.  From  the  outset  there 
were  nay-sayers  who  claimed  that  Mr.  Barber’s  lady 
Liberty  looked  dull,  staid  and  too  traditional.  On  the  flip  side  of  things, 
there  have  always  been  folks  who  like  the  image;  and  there  is  now  even  a 
Barber  Coin  Collectors  Society,  which  can  be  easily  reached  at: 
htp:  www.barbercoins.org/.  Collecting  these  coins  can  be  fun  and 
educational.  One  of  the  easiest  ways  is  to  assemble  a  three-coin  type  set. 
The  common  coins  with  which  we  can  do  so  are  amazingly  inexpensive.  If 
a  person  were  ambitious  enough  to  try  this  with  rarities  from  each 
denomination  though,  well  that  might  be  quite  an  undertaking. 

Common  Dates 

As  we  mentioned,  the  common  Barber  coins  are  rather  inexpensive.  When 
they  are  heavily  worn,  they  come  close  to  being  nothing  more  than  junk 
silver.  That's  pretty  cheap.  But  most  of  us  aspire  to  better  looking  coins 
than  those  which  are  heavily  worn.  To  give  us  a  feel  for  how  common 
Barber  coins  can  be,  we’ve  made  a  small  table  that  lists  the  five  most 
common  Barber  dimes,  quarters  and  half  dollars,  in  descending  order, 
starting  with  the  highest 
mintage.

While  Barber  dimes  have  the  highest  overall  number,  it  is  probably 
obvious  that  4.2  million  Barber  halves  translate  into  pretty  common  half 
dollars  as  well.  Any  of  the  five  dimes  we  have  listed  will  cost  only  about 
$100  (perhaps  a  bit  more)  in  a  grade  like  MS-60.  The  quarters  cost  more, 
but  $100  will  probably  land  you  a  piece  in  a  grade  like  EF-40. 
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The  half  dollars  are  going  to  be  the  most  expensive  of  the  trio,  not  only 
because  there  is  more  silver  per  coin,  but  because  there  has  always  been 
more  collector  interest  in  big  coins.  To  stick  with  the  just-made  up  figure 
of  $100  per  coin,  you  might  have  to  drop  down  to  a  VF-20  specimen. 

Before  we  jump  into  rare  pieces  in  each  denomination,  a  word  or  two 
needs  to  be  said  about  finding  what  might  be  called”scarce  common” 
Barbers.  You  see,  we  have  listed  the  five  most  common  of  each  of  these 
three.  We  have  also  just  seen  how  much  $100  will  get  you  when  it  comes 
to  each  coin.  What  can  be  fun,  and  what  might  make  a  person  a  bit  of 
money  in  the  long  run,  is  to  see  what  the  lowest  mintage  Barber  dime, 
quarter,  and  half  dollar  are  that  you  can  buy  in  the  same  grade  for  the  same 
price.  In  other  words,  see  if  there  is  a  sleeper  or  two  in  each  series.  Today’s 
undervalued  coins  might  become  tomorrow’s  good  investments. 

The  Rare  Barber  Halves 

When  it  comes  to  rare  half  dollars,  just  about  every  design  in  the  US  series 
has  some,  and  sometimes  for  the  strangest  reasons.  When  it  comes  to 
Barber  halves,  the  1 892-0  “micro  O”  comes  in  as  a  pretty  strange  reason. 
For  decades,  folks  didn’t  really  collect  based  on  mint  marks.  Then,  some 
decades  ago,  mint  marks  became  important  in  determining  a  coin’s  value. 
Now  ,  this  tiny  variation  on  a  mint  mark  makes  this  one  half  dollar  worth 
a  few  thousand  dollars,  even  down  in  G-4  condition.  It  would  be  a  great 
coin  to  own,  but  probably  not  worth  the  $10K  a  person  would  have  to  pay 
for  even  a  decent  but  circulated  specimen. 

The  Rare  Barber  Quarters 

Moving  down  to  quarters,  but  up  in  prices,  the  1901-S  and  the  1913  -S 
are  generally  the  keys  to  the  Barber  series.  Each  has  a  mintage  well  below 
1 00,000  coins,  and  each  starts  out  in  the  low  thousands  of  dollars.  Any  way 
you  frame  it,  these  two  are  amazingly  expensive  quarters. 

The  (Really,  Really!)  Rare  Barber  Dime 
Okay,  we've  saved  this  best  for  last.  While  the  rare  Barber  half  dollar  or 
quarter  will  cost  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  and  make  a  person  wish  they 
had  some  more  money  to  spend,  the  tabled  1894-S  Barber  dime  -  with  a 
record  mintage  of  24,  no  more,  no  less  -  blows  away  all  the  competition  in 
terms  of  both  rarity  and  price.  The  standard  price  listings  don't  even  gi\e 
any  numbers  throughout  the  various  grades,  simply  because  the  coin  is  too 
rare.  One  of  the  larger  reference  sheets  simply  lists  it  as  a  $1.25  million 
coin  in  proof  -  as  if  any  of  us  either  had  that  sitting  about  the  house,  or 
knew  where  one  of  these  coins  was  in  order  that  w  e  could  buy  it.  No.  the 
other  rare  coins  we  might  conceivably  save  up  for  (over  the  course  of  years, 
of  course!),  but  this  one  is  a  king  among  rarities,  and  will  always  remain 
out  of  reach. 
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When  this  is  all  said  and  done,  there  are  plenty  of  Barber  type  sets  a 
person  ean  collect.  Many  of  the  common  dates  are  very  much  so,  giving 
collectors  plenty  of  choice  for  making  beautiful  trio.  But  it  could  also  be  a 
great  deal  of  fun  to  build  Barber  type  sets  from  each  of  the  mints,  in  as 
good  a  grade  you  can  afford.  From  there  a  person  could  easily  move  into 
date  runs  of  any  of  the  three  different  denominations. 

As  for  rare  Barbers?  Well,  we  can  always  dare  to  dream.

The  purpose  of  this  award  is  to  recognize  outstanding  effort  in  the  support 
of  the  field  of  numismatics. 


Award  Criteria: 

The  award  will  be  given  biannually  beginning  in  2007  and  continuing  each 
odd  numbered  year. 

Nominations  will  be  accepted  prior  to  June  1st  of  each  even  numbered 
year. 

Nominations  should  be,  received  in  writing,  by  an  the  INA  Secretary  prior 
to  midnight  on  the  above  deadline.  The  nomination  should  include  the 
candidate’s  name  and  a  brief  summary  of  their  qualifications. 

Qualifications: 

Nominees  must  be  a  living  INA  member  in  good  standing  with  the 
organization  for  at  least  three  years. 

Recipients  are  eligible  to  receive  the  award  only  once  every  ten  years. 

Nominees  will  be  evaluated  on  the  following: 

1.  Service  to  the  INA  and  /or  an  INA  endorsed  club. 

2.  Promotion  and/or  propagation  of  the  field  of  numismatics. 

3.  General  Character  and  Reputation  of  Integrity  and  Honesty. 

The  nominees  will  be  reviewed  by  the  INA  Board  who  will  narrow  the 
nominees  to  three  finalists  (candidates).  A  general  election  will  be  held  by 
the  INA  to  determine  the  final  recipient  from  the  three  finalists.  Only  INA 
members  in  good  standing  will  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the  general  election. 
(Board  members  who  are  nominated  must  abstain  from  participation  in  the 
review  and  consolidation  of  candidates.  They  do  retain  the  ability  to  cast 
their  ballots  in  the  general  election  once  the  three  finalists  have  been 
chosen). 

The  award  will  be  a  plaque  presented  by  the  President  of  the  INA  at 

the  next  general  meeting.
